Hundreds Reported R Killed and 
Wounded by Christian 
Mobs in Bialystok, and 
Outbreak Continues. 


TROOPS TO THE RESCUE. 


Soldiers Stand By and Permit 
Murders to Go On Until Or- 
ders Come to Protect 

the Jews. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
BIALYSTOK, Russia, June 14.—A massaore 
of the Jews began here this forenoon and 
hundreds have been killed or wounded. 


Fighting in the streets and even in the 


outskirts of the city continues at 10 o'clock 
tonight. gue 

Jewish shops have been sacked and de- 
molished. 

The troops tonight are trying to 3 
the Jews, acting under orders from St. Peters- 
burg. Early in the day, however, the soldiers 
and police made no effort to check the mas- 
na cre. 

Jews Flee to Forests. 

The Jews are fleeing from Bialystok to the 
neighboring forests, and mobs are pursuing 
them. Detachments of dragoons have been 
sent out to protect the Jews. 

Jews arriving here on railway erates have 
been dragged out of the cars and many of 
them have been murdeted. Troops have 
cleared the railway station. 

Troops are coming to Bialystok from 
Grodno by special train. \ 


Bomb Explosion a Signal. 

The massacre began when some one threw 
a bomb at the Corpus Christi procession as 
it was passing through Alexandrovski street. 
The bomb was thrown from a balcony, and 


it exploded among the processionists, kill- | 


ing and wounding many persons, including 
Fedoroff, a priest of the Russian church. 
It is agserted that the bomb was thrown 
by a Jew. 

The explosion of the bomb seeme to have 
been the signal for the ferocious outbreak. 
Almost immediately shots were fired into 
the crowd from the building from which 
the bomb was hurled. 

Revolver fusillades also were heard simul- 
taneously in other parts of the city. Sol- 
diers hastily surrounded the house from 
which the bomb was thrown and poured two 
volleys through the windows. 

Then Massacre Begins. 

bes ehe enraged Christians. attacked the: 

Jews wherever they could find them. A mob 
poured down through the entire Jewish 
quarter and attacked the Jewish shops, par- 
ticularly in Alexandrovski and Sura streets, 
demolishing the fixtures and windows and 
throwing the goods into the gutters and beat- 
ing and murdering the Jews. * 

A crowd of Jews fled to the rail¥oad station, 
pursued by the mob, which killed many of 
them there. Three Jews were thrown from 
second story windows of the railroad station 
bullding. 


Troops Interfere Too Late. 

The police ure said not to have attempted 
to interfere in the early stages of the riot. 

The Jews, who number three-fourths of the 
population of the city, offered the best re- 
sistance possible, many of them being armed, 
but were unable to prevent the pillaging ot 
their homes and places of business. 

Finally the military interfered, but without 
being able to restore order. 


Fighting Still in Progress. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 15, 2:15 a. m. 
The latest dispatches from Bialystok, which 
were received about midnight, report a situa- 
tion of the utmost gravity. Theamti-Jewish 
outbreak there was still raging; fighting was 
in progress in the streets; the firing was 
continuous; the best stores in the city had 
been sacked and many were dead or wound- 
ed. Figures, however, were not given, and 
probably the casualties are not known in 
Bialystok owing to the continuance of the 
disorders. 

The outbreak apparently was deliberately 
planned, perhaps as a counter stroke for the 
murder of Chief of Police Derkatchoff on 
June 10, which wae attripated to Jewish 
bundists. 


Urgent Calls for Help. 

Several members of parliament tonight re- 
ceived messages from Jewish correspondents 
at Bialystok declaring that the police ap- 
parently had given over the Hebrew popu- 
lation to slaughter and pillage. 

These correspondents urged that the only 
hope was in an appeal to the ministry of the 
interior to interfere in their behalf. A dele- 
gation of deputies immediately called at the 
headquarters of the police department, 
where they were informed that all measures 
possible had been taken to stop excesses and 
restore order. 


Jews in the Majority. 

The Jews comprise fully 85,000 of the 60,000 
population of Bialystok, but their superior- 
ity in numbers avails them little, for the 
Christians are armed, while the Jews are not. 

Bialystok is an extensive manufacturing 
town in Russian Poland, 100 miles northeast 
of Warsaw. It is one of the handsome cities 
of old Poland, and has been called the Ver- 
sailles of Poland.“ It is a garrison point, but 
not well manned with troops. 


Storm of Anger in Douma. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 14.—The lower 
house of parliament was swayed this after- 
noon by successive waves of passion evoked 
by a series of government communications, 
including Military Procurator Pavioff's re- 
jection of the appeal of the house for a 
cessation of the executions in the Baltic 
provinces ‘and thé cool request of the procu- 
rator that the house expel M. Ullanoff, who 
has been indicted, although a member of 
parliament, in order that he may be arrested 
pending his trial for press offenses.

SYNOD LAUGHS AT APPEAL. 


“David Harum” of the Pulpit Still 
an Unfrocked Priest. 


New York, June 14.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
Spliker Koster, the horse swapping dom- 
inie of Hull, Ia, is still an untrocked min- 
ister of the Reformed church in America. 

The general synod at 11 o’elock tonight, by 
u vote of 64 to 20, decided that the Rev. Mr. 
Koster, while he may be a good horse trader, 
is not a good enough preacher to fill a Re- 
formed church pulpit. 

The Rev. Spilker wagged his sharp pointed, 
vehement whiskers in a vain appeal for 
merey. The general synod laughed at his 
fervid eloquence. 

Two years ago Spilker Koster was deposed 
from the ministry because of a little trans- 
action in horseflesh which might have done 
credit to David Harum. 

The official account is that the Rev. Spilker 
borrowed a horse from George Vandenberg, 
a parishioner, which he drove to a place 
in lowa near the Minnesota line. The horse 


tax the animal's strength, he traded him 
for another and $25 to boot, and then gave 
the horse he had acquired to his parishioner 
and retained the 625. All this wae repudiated 
by the Rev. Spiiker Koster. 

ppeals Are in Vain. 

Notwithstanding his denial, Koster was 
urfrocked. He appealed to the general 
synod, which met in Chicago last year. The 
Chicago synod sustained the Iowa decision 
and the Rev. Spilker bided his time until the 
synod met this year in New Tork. 

When the synod was called to order the 
Rev. Dr. Koster was there ready for busi- 
ness. Everybody gazed upon him and won- 
dered what the other party to the trade 
looked like. He was so small, so meek, so 
smooth, so humble, that his verbal guarantee 
that a horse would stand hitched would go 
far indeed. 

The Rev. George R. Lunn of Schenectady, 
N. Y., had been appointed by the synod to 
present the case for the Rev. Mr. Koster. 
He battled as St. George battled with the 
dragon. 

The trouble began when the report of the 
synod of.Chicago was read, refusing Kos- 
ter’s request for reinstatement in the pulpit. 
Then the work of the Rev. Mr. Lunn began. 
He arose and said: ) 

The committee. well knows that the Chi- 
cago synod proceeded with this trial in Mr. 
Koster’s absence. The action of thé Chieage 
committee, therefore, was unconstitutional. 
I move that the report be referred back to 


By a vote of 65 to 90 the synod refused 
to refer the case back to the committee. 


Postponement Is Refused. 

Then Dr. Lunn asked for time in which to 
prepare his case. 

“I should like an indefinite postponement,” 
he said. ‘“‘Ilonly met Mr. Koster this morn- 
ing and am unecquainted with the facts. 
Give me just one day to develop my defense.“ 

At this hollow laughter was heard in the 
pows, during which a member arose and 
moved that the case be laid on the table until 
the next session of the synod. 

The Rev. Mr. Koster rose to his feet, but 
Mr. Lunn was before him. 

„O, no,“ he exclaimed, “I will proceed 
at once, rather than postpone it.“ 

This was agreed to, and Mr. Koster was 
invited to say what he had to say on the 
appeal. He began his discourse, during 
which he failed to mention the horse trade. 
Finally he became so excited that he was 
warned by President MacKay to restrain 
himself. 

“They tried me last year~on nothing,” he 
exclaimed. The synod laughed again. 

The question of sustaining the Chicago de- 
cision. that the Rev. Mr. Koster be ousted 
wus put to a vote shortly after 11 o'clock to- 
night. The westerners felt sure of their 
strength, and lost no time in argument.

MEAT PLANTS WLI 


N ATIONAL MANUFACTURERS: COM - 
MITTEE SO REPORTS. 


Secret Investigation of | the Packing 
Houses Ie Made-—Finding Decries 
Recent Sensational Statements and 
Aaserts the Abattoirs Are Operated 
on Sound Business Principles and 
Conditions Are Relatively Better 
than Some Hotel Kitchens. 


The official report of a committee appointed 
by the National Manufacturers’ association 
to investigate the present and business side 
of the meat packing business at the Chicago 
stockyards was made public last night. The 
report scores the authors of some of the 
most sensational reports. 

The Investigation, which was sécret, was. 
made by the following: J. W. Van Cleave, 


president National Association of Manufac- 


turers and president The Bucks Stoves and 


} Ranges, St. Louis: David M. Parry, presi- 


dent of Parry Manufacturing oompahy. In- 
dianapolis; Elliott Duran, president of the 
Heath & Milligan Manufacturing company. 

The committee was atcompaniéd by Dr. 
Joseph Hughes,” president pt the’ Chicago 
Veterinary eblliege. 

It is declared that the sensational reports 
about the packing industry were started by 
“an Englishman who had to be assisted to 
reach iis Home on the other side of the At- 
lantic, 4 New ‘Work lawyer, and the repre- 
sentative of a publishing house.” 


Summary of the Report. 

The summary of the report follows: 

“The commmiee decided that the reports 
which had gone out regarding the packing 
establishments had been exaggerated gross- 
ly, and that a great injustice had been done, 
as well as an ir:erarable damage to the great- 
est industry in the country. Also that, while 
many details of a trivial nature might be 
improved upon, the general conditions, involv- 
ing sanitation, general cleanliness, and a pro- 
duction of wholesome food, were far. better 
than the evcrage hotel kitchen, or even the 
kitchens of a large percentage of private resi- 
dences, and largely superior to conditions 
found in a large per cent of smaller markets 
Uu. city or country. 

“The santary conditions for the work- 
men in the summer time, while not perfect, 
were all that could be expected where. so 
many are congregated in close proximity. At 
thigceason of rhe year the doors are open, and 
plenty of fresh at ie obtained. In the winter, 
doubtless, the ventilation is not good, but 
it long has beer a subject of note that no 
more healthy ot of men are to be found 
in any industrial community than are found 
in the Chicago stockyards. All appeared 
to be in good. health and ‘spirits, expert in 
handling their work, quick, polite, accoramo- 
dating, and apparently contented. 

* None of the factories ts conducted as a 
show plant, but as a plain, everyday busi- 
ness, Where everything possible is turned 
to account, Uke all other well conducted 
business enter prises.

What is more, I have not in- 
terfered in Iowa factional polities and do not

“T have stated in all my speeches that I 
have no candidate for governor of Iowa. I 
have spoken for no one and I have spoken 
against no one. I do not care who holds the 
offices in Iowa. I am interested only as a 
republican, in the success of republican prin- 
ciples. I have simply spoken for my party 
and I have Gefended the record of that 
party.“

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TRUSTEES OF ASYLUM ELECT HIM 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


Head. of Dunning Institution Chosen 
for Similar Position at State Hos- 
pital After an Investigation in 
Which He is Indorsed by Chicago 
Physicians—Selection Made With- 
out Regard for Politics—Successor 
Will Not Be Named Immediately, 


Dr. V. H. Podstate. superintendent of the 
Cook county institutions at Dunning, was 
elected superintendent of the Elgin Insane 
asylum yesterday by the trustees, to suc- 
ceed Dr. Frank 8. Whitman, resigned. The 
election was made after the trustees had 
made a careful Investigation of candidates 
for the place and on the recommendation of 
a number of prominent Chicago physicians, 
including President C. S. Bacon of the medic- 
al society, Dr. W. E. Quine, Dr. H. N. Moyer, 
Dr. D. R. Brower, Dr. Archibald Church, Dr. 
A. J. Wesener, and Dr. J. B. Murphy. 

Dr. Frank Billings, president of the state 
board of charities, also recommended the 
appointment. In electing Dr. Podstata, 
Robert Rew and Dr. P. M. Woodworth of the 
board of trustees announced that the place 
had been filled without regard to politics and 
with the one aim of securing the most em- 
elent man to head the institution. 

Politics Ignored in Choice. 

They affirmed that they had been given 
free sway by Gov. Deneen with the request 
that they secure the best man possible, in the 
state or out of the state. The recommenda- 
tions of the Chicago physicians were made 
without the knowledge of Dr. Podstata, it is 
announced. 

The question 61 a successor to the latter at 
the Dunning institutions ‘is now up to the 
county board, and President Brundage said 
no decision could be expected immediately. 
Several possibilities are mentioned, including 
Dr. H. G. Hart, now connected with the 
Elgin asylum, and Dr. Wilhite, head of a 
similar institution in Iowa.

Dr. Podstata has been superintendent at 
Dunning for three years, having been ap- 
pointed to succeed Dr. J. R. Neely in July, 
1908.

During the night Mrs. Weinberg heard 
a groaning noise coming from Mrs. De Voy’s 


The entire medical staff was called to save 
the woman's life when the woman's condition 
‘became evident. Whether she died or not, 
Mrs. Weinberg does not know, as she herself 
was removed to anothef ward.

Now comes a justice-elect of the Wis- 
consin Supreme court and says that one 
of the first ideas to be got rid of is that 
an individual or corporation has the 
right to get, hold, or own as much ‘money 
or property as he or it can acquire.” He 
would have a limitation written into the 
constitution: of the United States provid- 
ing the maximum amouat of money or 
property which can be held by any oue 
person, natural or artificial How many 
acres of arable or pasture land, or how 
many millions of dollars in money, or the 
equivalent in stocks and bonds a natural 
or an artificial person should be allowed to 
possess the Wisconsin judge does not pre- 
tend to say, but it would be in drawing 
the line between permissible and forbid- 
den wealth that the difficulty would arise. 
The man who has no hopes of wealth 
Would desire a low maximum and those 
who are near entering the millionaire 
class will plead for a higher maximum. 

It is not universally admitted that the 
great fortune per se is a menace to the 
public. The Wisconsin judge takes one 
view of the matter and Justice Holmes 
of the United States Supreme court takes 
another. He stiggests that the multi-mil- 
lionaires merely “ control” their huge for- 
tunes, but that the public really protits 
by them. The great fortune seeking in- 
vestment lowers the interest rate, and the 
prevailing rate of interest is an important 
factor in determining house rent and 
many other charges upon the life of the 
poor. Tendencies which make capital 
plentiful benefit the poor, even, though 
they own little of the capital. 

“Don’t you think the prisident's right,” 
said Mr. Hennessy, whin he wants to 
put a limit on how much money a man 
can have?’ “I do,” said Mr. Dooley, 
“but I'd rather put a limit on how little 
he can have.” A constitutional .amend- 
ment that no man should have less than 
a certain amount of land or money would 
have heartier support in many quarters 
than one prescribing @ maximum limita- 
tion which would affect only a small num- 
ber of persons, 

The thought of the limitation of wealth 
appeals in a vague way to the community, 
especially when a multi-millionaire mis- 
behaves himself or a great corporation ‘s 
seen defying the law with impunity ap- 
parently because of its wealth. But the 
point has not been reached where three- 
fourths of the states are ready ‘to write 
a limitation in the constitution. Nor is 
any one state ready to tame the greed for 
gold of its citizens by telling them where 
they should stop heaping up wealth. If a 
state were to attempt it its aspiring and 
strenuous citizens would depart. 

The topic of limiting the Aeeumula- 
tion of wealth is an excellent one for the 
summer season when other topics are 
searce. It has not become a practical 
question as yet. There are no. bothersome 
details to be considered. It is unneces- 
sary to consider carefully what the effect 
would be economically and otherwise. It 
is sufficient to descant in general terms on 
the ‘dangers which may menace the re: 
publié if an individual is allowed to pile 
up bonds and stocks in a safety deposit 
vault— — riches in a little room.” 


BRITISH-AMERICAN FRIENDSHIP. 

Bishop Potter’s statement that there is 
a great deal in the protestations of friend- 
ship between the United States and Great 
Britain, or, perhaps better, between 
Americans and British, which is purely 
gush, has much truth in it. There is a 
popular sentiment about Anglo-Saxon un- 
ty, Anglo-American friendship, and the 
world conquering power of the united 
English spedking peoples which serves 0 
awaken applause at banquets or in reliz- 
ious, social, or educational meetings. Its 
realization in actual conditions: might be 
a thing to be desired. Its existence in 
fact is unknown. ; 

Many an American traveler has re- 
turned home with the same sort of an 
impression as that made upon the bishop. 
In private conversation with intelligent 
Englishmen the American soon discovers 
that, in the majority of cases, there is 
dense ignorance regarding our geography, 
a dim and shadowy notion of our form 
of government, a distinct failure to ap- 
preciate the character of the American 
people or the.seriousness of their ideals, 
and, almost always, an insinuation, more 
or less guarded, of course, that there is no 
question at all about which people is in- 
fetior in the real essentials of strength. 
Such an attitude toward the Americans 
may be thought compatible with friend- 
ship, but it never strikes a real American 
that way. He does not relish: condescen- 
sion from any one. He never will ac- 
knowledge his inferiority in mind or body, 
in true or refinement. On the 
other hand, it is probable that the aver- 
age American is equally ignorant about 
British conditions and, therefore, equally 
disqualified from passing sia aie cor- 
rectly. : 

International friendship must come 
with increased acquaintance, with the 
forgetting of past differences, with mutual 
recoguition of worth. It cannot be legis- 
lated into existence; it cannot be secured 
through official courtesies. In a world of 
royalty and love of show cordial greeting 
to a visiting prince or potentate is an 
effective way of strengthening interna- 
tional ties. Such things make no impres- 
sion upon the average citizen here. He 
cares for none of them. The feeling is 
too deeply rooted here that it is worth

emergency. The substitute permits night 
slaughtering as a regular practice. The 
amendment contemplates the employment of 
inspectors appointed on civil service examl- 
nation. The substitute specifically provides 
that for the first year the inspectors may 
be appointed by the secretary of agriculture. 
a provision possibly opening the door to 
political appointments. 

The packers may fittingly show penitence 
for the past. They ought surely to show en- 
ightened business sense for the future. 
They should accordingly realize that the 
most effective way to win public confidence 
is to satisfy fully—and not grudgingly but 
cordially—the reasonable demands of the 
government for the future inspection of their 
industry. They would do far better to ac- 
cept the Beveridge amendment in its essen- 
tials than to -make efforts to evade or 

weaken it. 

Furthermore, if they could follow such | 
acceptance with prompt and energetic plans 
for model abattoirs throughout. the stock- 
yards district the public would then begin 
to believe its interests were at last insured.

In fact, it was not 
until after the ceremony was over, and the 
sultan had made up his mind whether or not 
he would grant audience to the foreign diplo- 
mats and visitors witnessing the salamiik, 
that one could feel quite sure whether the 
crowd had been rendering obeisance to the 
sultan himself orto his double. And if a dou- 
ble, why not a dummy as, at St. Petersburg, 
dn the reign of the — Alexander IL? 


While, contrary ab we popular opinion, there 


haath. belonging to the duke of Norfolk. and 


the ownership of which carries with it the 
earldom of Arundel and a seat in the house 
of lords—yet there are titles which lapse with 


‘the loss of property. This is in Prussia, and 


the nobililary dignities in question date from 
the time of King Frederick William IV. 
The latter when he succeeded to the throne 
was imbued with English ideas, and was par- 
ticularly enthusiastic about the manner in 
which the British peerage was recruited. 
In those days the old principle of Prime Min- 
ister Pitt, who insisted that every English- 
man with a clean record and $100,000 a year 
in land was entitled to a peerage, still ob- 
tained. King Frederick William IV. set to 
work to create quite a large number of counts 
and barons, conferring the dignities only 
upon men possessed of estates yielding rev- 
enues amounting to a stipulated sum. 

The patents provided that, while the noble- 
man in whose favor the dignity was granted 
might dispose of his lands for others of 
analogous value, his loss of the property 
would entail the lapse of the honor. The 
monarch realized that a landless and impov- 
erished nobility constitutes a danger rather 
than an advantage to crown and state, and 
that a title without the money necessary to 
maintain it in a suitable fashion is calculated 
to bring nobiliary —. into disrepute. 


There have been userid instances of these 
provisions being brought into execution, the 
most notable case being that of the kaiser's 
master of ceremonies and chamberlan, Wer- | 
ner von Blumenthal. In 1840 King Frederick 
William conferred upon his grandfather, 
Capt. Constantine von Blumenthal, the title 
of count, associating it with his possession 
of his chateau and estate of Suchow. On 
his son’s death, however, his fortune was 


found to be so heavily involved as to render 


necessary the sale of Suchow. Consequently, 
Master of Ceremonies Werner von.Blumen- 
thal and his brothers, who had been brought 
up as counts, found themselves divested 
of their titles and of their nine pronged 
coronets and compelled to go through life 
with the mere nobiliary particle of von.“ 
which their grandfather had owned before 
he ever was e count. 


The kaiser, W a a leaf out of his grand- 
uncle’s book, has, within the last few months, 
conferred several titles of count and baron, 
associating them with the ownership of cha- 


teaux and estates in Prussian Poland, the 


patents providing that any disposition of the 
property to third parties shall entail the for- 
feiture of the tithe identified therewith. His 
object is to induce rich Germans to buy out 
the Poles in the provinces along the eastern 
border of the empire. Millions of dollars have 
been spent in promoting German settlements 
in the districts, and all sorts of state as- 
sistance and government facilities have been 
accorded to. Prussian. nobles and peasants 
buying land in Posen. But the scheme, until 
now, has proved a failure, owing to the ina- 
bility of the settlers to resist the tempting 
offers made by rich Poles to repurchase the 
lands improved with Prussian state moneys. 
Emperor Wiliam expects, by connecting 
his recently conferred titles with the pos- 
session of. estates in Prussian Poland, to 
establish permanently a loyal and. reliable 
German population on his eastern border. in 
leu of Fang Polish element, who are more 
than likely to join the enemy in any attack 
from that quarter. This plan of the kaiser 
and of his granduncle, King Frederick WI. 
fam IV., of associating — . titles with 
estates, and of rendering the possession of 
one dependent upon the ownership of the 
other, may be commended to the reformers 
of the house of lords in Dugland.

Keeps Up a Tradition. 

Before making the foregoing remarks the 
president had conferred the degrees upon the 
graduates, handing each of them his diploma 
with a few words of commendation...

Of course, the first duty of each of you is to 
earn his own livelihood. You will not find it 
too easy, either. Your first business is to be 
a help and not a burden upon those who 
have helped put you through or who have 
entirely put you through this institution of 
learning. That is your first duty. 

„ do not want you to go out so intent 
upon reforming the world that you are quite 
unable to keep your own heads above water. 
Remember each of you that the chance for 
heroic endeavor of a rather spectacular kind 
does not often count; that the man who 
really counts in this life is not the man who 
thinks how well he could do some bit of 
heroism if the chance arose, but the man 
who actually does the humdrum, ‘workaday, 
everyday duties as those duties arise. The 
first thing to do is to do your duty in the 
family, in the home.“

Why He Likes Athletics. 

Then the president made his remarks on 
the dishonesty of wealth already quoted.
